Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a field emission device 
comprising all the limitations of claim 1, particularly comprising the limitations of a mesh grid 
having an electron an electron control hole corresponding to the gate hole and an insulation layer 
formed on a surface of the mesh grid that faces the cathode plate, wherein the mesh grid is a 
separate metal plate; and spacers provided between the anode plate and the cathode plate such 
that the spacers are bonded to the anode plate and supported by the mesh grid so that the mesh 
grid contacts the cathode plate due to a negative pressure existing between the anode plate and 
the cathode plate. 

Claims 2-6 are allowed for the same reason as claim 1 for their dependency from claim 1 .
